AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 
A CUMULATIVE CAPITAL 
DEVELOPMENT FUND FOR THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE. 

WHEREAS, in 1984 the Indiana General Assembly 
adopted legislation authorizing the establishment of a 
municipal Cumulative Capital Development Fund; and, 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly authorized the 
establishment of said Funds, at least in part, to allow 
local governments to compensate for the decline of 
federal General Revenue Sharing; and, 

WHEREAS, pursuant to I.C. 36-9-15.5-2, the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne may establish a 
Cumulative Capital Development Fund to provide monies for 
various capital expenditures for which the City currently 
has the authority to impose property taxes; and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, pursuant to 
Ordinance G-24-92, annually prepares a five-year Capital 
Improvements Program; and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has a need to 
establish a reliable and ongoing revenue stream for the 
lease, purchase and construction of public safety 
vehicles, equipment and facilities; and, 

WHEREAS, for several years the Civil City 
operating budget has not been able to provide adequate 
funding to maintain the public safety departments with 
acceptable fleet rotation programs; and, 

WHEREAS, the Common Council has provided public 
notice of its consideration of this ordinance, as 
required by I.C. 36-9-15.5-3; and, 

WHEREAS, the Common Council, on å 
conducted a public hearing on the proposal to establish 
a Cumulative Capital Development Fund, as required by 


88594. ፍሌ. 36-9-15.5-3; and 
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WHEREAS, upon completion of said hearing and 
consideration of the information presented to the Common 
Council, the Council has determined that the 
establishment of a Cumulative Capital Development Fund 
for the City of Fort Wayne is in the best interests of 
the City. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That there is hereby established a 
Cumulative Capital Development Fund for the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, for the years 1993 through 1995. The 
Fund shall be created commencing January 1, 1993, and 
shall remain in effect for three (3) years immediately 
thereafter. 

SECTION 2. That the maximum levy for said 
Fund, subject to Common Council approval during the 
annual budget adoption, shall be five cents ($.05) per 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) of assessed valuation in 
1993; ten cents ($.10) per One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
of assessed valuation in 1994; and fifteen cents ($.15) 
per One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) of assessed valuation 
in 1995. 

SECTION 3. That the Fund shall be used 
exclusively for the following purposes: 

a) To purchase, lease or pay all or part of the 
purchase price of motor vehicles for the use 
of the public safety departments, including 
fire fighting vehicles with the necessary 
equipment; as set forth in I.C. 36-9-16-3(8). 

b) The purchase, construction, renovation and 
maintenance of buildings used by the public 
safety departments; as set forth in

c) For the purposes outlined in I.C. 36-9-16-2 to

to level grade, grade and prepare the land for 

construction; to acquire land or right-of-way 

for ingress and egress purposes; and to 
construct any public way or other means of 
ingress or egress to land acquired; all 
related to the construction of public safety 
facilities. 

d) The making of required payments under a lease 
with option to purchase agreement for fire 

fighting equipment; as set forth in I.C. 36- 

8-14-4 (c) (2). 

e) The purchase of police radio equipment, as set 

forth in I.C. 36-8-14-4(c) (3). 

£) To retire in whole or in part, any general 
obligation bonds of the City that were issued 
for the purpose of acquiring or constructing 
public safety facilities; as set forth in 

I.C. 36-8-16-3(9). 

SECTION 4. That a special fund, to be known as 
the Cumulative Capital Development Fund, be established 
and that all tax monies collected from the levy described 
in Section 2 shall be deposited therein. Monies held in 
the Cumulative Capital Development Fund shall not be 
expended for any purpose other than those set forth in 
Section 3 of this Ordinance, or for emergency purposes as 
set forth in I.C. 36-9-15.5-8(c). Expenditures from the 
Cumulative Capital Development Fund may be made only 
after an appropriation is made by the Common Council, 
unless in the case of an emergency as provided in I.C. 
36-9-15.5-8(c). 

SECTION 5. That the City Clerk is hereby 
instructed to take such steps as are necessary to 
implement this fund as set forth in I.C. 36-9-15.5-4, 
including, but not limited to, notifying the State Board 


of Tax Commissioners of the adoption of this Ordinance 
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and causing notice of the adoption of this Ordinance to 
be published as directed by the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners. 

SECTION 6. That the County Auditor shall 
submit the names of remonstrators to the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners should fifty (50) or more remonstrators 
file such a petition setting forth their objections 
within thirty (30) days after publication of the adoption 
this Ordinance. In the event no petition of remonstrance 
is filed, a certification of non-remonstrance shall be 
filed with the State Board of Tax Commissioners. 

SECTION 7. That this Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any 
and all necessary approval by the Mayor.
